On the other hand we seem to have 
those who feel that the junior high 
program should have only one goal 
and that is to win. 
Well it seems that up until Mon­ 
day evening we had the best of two 
worlds as the junior high coaches 
had their program where everyone 
taking part in the program were a 
part of it and were getting to play 
and at the same time we were win­ 
ning. 
But then Monday it happened, we 
lost two games and quite frankly all 
H-— broke loose.

It seems we have those who feel 
7 that lf the coaches had played only 
J their best five boys or six girls we 
\ would have won and maybe we would 
have. And if this had been a varsity 
n | game we could have gone along with 
J 
their thinking because in high school 
winning has to be all important—but 
not in junior high. 
In junior high you should be de­ 
veloping all of the youth you can so 
that by the time they are in high 
school you have the best possible 
ones to choose from. With young 
kids developing at all different ages, 
some moving, some dropping out and 
others just not willing to pay the 
price, how can you tell who will be 
playing when they are seniors? 


We understand that one of the ar­ 
guments used is that we never have 
done it this way. Well in the ll or 
so years we have been covering and 
backing sports in Hamlin we have not 
seen many teams come along that 
set the woods on fire either. Maybe 
it is time to change something. 
As long as we can remember we 
have been in contention for the ju­ 
nior high crown in football, basket­ 
ball and track but how many years 
have we been in contention for the 
crown in these same sports in high 
school? Something is wrong some­ 
where. 
Because this is sports you may 
feel that it is not important enough 
to get very upset, but it involves a 
number of dedicated men whose very 
jobs hinge on this program because 
of the pressure of wanting to win. 
It also involves the development of 
a lot of fine youngsters in both ju­ 
nior high and high school. 
We hire dedicated and trained men 
to coach our youngsters and to build 
a winning program, and if they don't 
win we put enough pressure on them 
to get rid of them. But is it fair if 
we give them the job but do not give 
them the tools and the freedom with 
which to do their job? 
We don't think so. 
We have seen a number of good 
coaches come and go here during the 
past l l years but have not really 
seen very much change during that 
time. It just might be that we are 
putting the pressure on the wrong 
people. 
And if you think this is too much 
fuss being made over a sports pro­ 
gram, we would tend to go along 
with you—except we don't make the 
rules, the fans do. And as we said 
before, it affects a lot of people, 
because whether we like it or not the 
pressure is there. 
We just wish that as many people, 
from our school board on down, 
would get as concerned about what 
kind of job the math, English or other 
departments in school were doing. 
But this just is not human nature. 
So if you are a parent or fan and 
believe that we are on the right di­ 
rection with our current junior high 
program, please let the coaches and 
the administration know.

school 
term of 1971. 
Each school 
system must have a tentative 
curriculum 
plan completed 
by May. 1971. 


Mr. Cook stated, 
"To bt' 
successful 
the drug educa­ 
tional program requires total 
involvement of students, ad­ 
ministrators, 
teachers, and 
citizens of our city. The 
young people are our best 
helpers in planning what in­ 
formation is needed, and how 
that information can be pre­ 
sented effectively."

Dr. M. L. Smith will clarify 
medical questions on the use 
and misuse of drugs.

”3.76 IN '76 WEEK PROCLAMATION—Jones 
County Judge Leon Thurman signs a procla­ 
mation designating the week of Jan. 25 to 29 
as ”3. 76 in ’76 Week” in Jones County as Bir­ 
ger Haterius looks on. Haterius is chairman 
of Jones County Extension Program Building 
Committee. 
County Judge Sets ’3.76 In 
’76 Week’ In Jones County 


Jones County Judge Leon 
Thurman signed 
a procla­ 
mation this week declaring 
the week of Jan. 25 to 29 as 
"3.76 in *76 Week" In Jones 
County. This is part of a state 
wide program of the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Ser­ 
vice to increase farm income 
over the state of Texas by 
1976. 
The proclamation states in 
part: "Whereas, it is recog­ 
nized that all citizens of this 
county have 
a vital stake 
and a legitimate self-interest 
in the general well-being of 
the 
farmers and ranchers 
who provide the great abund­ 
ance and variety of food and 
fiber of highest quality which 
we all enjoy, and 
"Whereas, ‘3.76 in 76’* is 
a well-conceived program de­ 
signed by the Texas Agricul­ 
tural Sxtension Service, with 
the endorsement and active 
support of agricultural agen­ 
cies, organizations, and in­ 
dividual leaders, to help the 
agricultural industry achieve 
its full potential through an 
intensification of efforts by 
producers; agribusinesses, and 
proessional agriculturists to 


bring about an increase In 
income to Texas farmers and 
ranchers of $1 billion by the 
end of crop year 1976, and 
"Whereas, the achievement 
of an increase of 
$1,636,000 
in agricultural income by the 
end of crop year 1976 
grill 
improve the net profit and 
eomptitive position of Jones 
County farmers and ranchers 
and make highly significant 
contributions to the future 
economy of the county." 
Cash income 
to fanners 
and ranchers in Jones Coun­ 
ty should be more than $13, 
000.000 by the end of 1976, 
according to Kirby Clayton, 
Jones 
County Agricultural 
Agent. 
This will be an increase of 
$1,636,000 from the 1968-69 
figure, with cotton, cattle, 
grain 
sorghum 
and wheat 
contributing to a large part 
of the gain. The projections 
are based on studies of the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service and are part of the 
"3.76 in ‘76" program, a state­ 
wide project to increase Tex­ 
as agricultural cash receipts 
by more than one billion dol­ 
lars. 


Total cash receipts from 
all 
agricultural enterprises 
in Jones County are presently 
estimated at $12,122,000, says 
Clayton. The most important 
one are cotton, livestock and 
wheat. They are expected to 
account for about 90 percent 
of the projected 1976 totals. 
The county will be aided in 
its production efforts by the 
Rolling Plains Economic Pro­ 
gram. 
Extension specialists 
will hold conferences in Jones 
County 
at 
various 
times 
throughout the year to dis­ 
cuss improved production af 
livestock and crops in an ef­ 
fort to help reach 
the es­ 
tablished goal. 
The projections are basad 
on estimates from the County 
Program Building Committee; 
after 
separate 
predictions 
were 
made 
by 
Extension 
economists. Hie figures were 
published for each county, 
extension district and econo­ 
mic area in Texas. 
"Jones County 
producers 
will have access to production 
information and techniquas 
that can help spell success 
for the Texas goal of $3.76 
billion in 1976", says Clayton.

It seem s that a basic conflict in 
philosophies has emerged over our 
junior high athletic prog ram . On the 
one hand we have those who feel that 
it should be a part of the overall 
program and one that builds a bet­ 
ter high school program and at the 
sam e tim e benefit all of the junior 
high students who are interested. 
On the other hand we seem to have 
those who feel that the junior high 
program should have only one goal 
and that is to win. 


Well it seem s that up until Mon­ 
day evening we had the best of two 
worlds as the junior high coaches 
had their program where everyone 
taking part in the program were a 
part of it and were getting to play 
and at the sam e time we were win­ 
ning. 


But then Monday it happened, we 
lost two games and quite frankly all 
H— broke loose. 
It seem s we have those who feel 
that if the coaches had played only 
their best five boys or six girls we 
would have won and maybe we would 
have. And if this had been a varsity 
game we could have gone along with 
their thinking because in high school 
winning has to be all im portant—but 
not in junior high. 
In Junior high you should be de­ 
veloping all of the youth you can so 
that by the time they are in high 
school you have the best possible 
ones to choose from. With young 
kids developing at all different ages, 
some moving, some dropping out and 
others just not willing to pay the 
price, how can you tell who will be 
playing when they are seniors? 


We understand that one of the a r­ 
guments used is that we never have 
done it this way. Well in the l l or 
so years we have been covering and 
backing sports in Hamlin we have not 
seen many teams come along that 
•et the woods on fire either. Maybe 
it is tim e to change something. 
As long as we can rem em ber we 
have been in contention for the ju­ 
nior high crown in football, basket­ 
ball and track but how many years 
have we been in contention for the 
crown in these same sports in high 
school? Something is wrong som e­ 
where. 
Because this is sports you may 
feel that it is not important enough 
to get very upset, but it involves a 
number of dedicated men whose very 
Jobs hinge on this program because 
of the pressure of wanting to win. 
It also involves the development of 
a lot of fine youngsters in both ju­ 
nior high and high school. 
We hire dedicated and trained men 
to coach our youngsters and to build 
a winning program, and if they don’t 
win we put enough pressure on them 
to get rid of them. But is it fair if 
we give them the job but do not give 
them the tools and the freedom with 
which to do their job? 
We don't think so. 
We have seen a number of good 
coaches come and go here during the 
past l l years but have not really 
seen very much change during that 
time. It just might be that we are 
putting the pressure on the wrong 
people. 
And if you think this is too much 
fuss being made over a sports pro­ 
gram, we would tend to go along 
with you—except we don’t make the 
rules, the fans do.

the week of Jan. 25 to 29 as 
”3.76 in ‘76 Week” in Jones 
County. This is part of a state 
wide program of the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Ser­ 
vice to increase farm income 
over the state of Texas by 
1976. 
The proclamation states in 
part: “Whereas, it is recog­ 
nized that all citizens of this 
county have 
a vital stake 
and a legitimate self-interest 
in the general well-being of 
the 
farmers and ranchers 
who provide the great abund­ 
ance and variety of food and 
fiber of highest quality which 
we all enjoy, and 
“Whereas, ‘3.76 in ‘76” is 
a well-conceived program de­ 
signed by the Texas Agricul­ 
tural Extension Service, with 
the endorsement and active 
support of agricultural agen­ 
cies, organizations, and in­ 
dividual leaders, to help the 
agricultural industry achieve 
its full potential through an 
intensification of efforts by 
producers; agribusinesses, and 
proessional agriculturists to 


bring about an increase in 
income to Texas farmers and 
ranchers of $1 billion by the 
end of crop year 1976, and 
“Whereas, the achievement 
of an increase of 
$1,636,000 
in agricultural income by the 
end of crop year 1976 
will 
improve the net profit and 
comptitive position of Jones 
County farmers and ranchers 
and make highly significant 
contributions to the future 
economy of the county.” 
Cash income

sion can order that tho field 
be unitized. 
Calhoun stated that because
